ACCIDENT OCCURRED FRIDAY MORNING AT 8:00 O’CLOCK. 


Friday, the 12th of July. 1D07, will] 
long be remembered by the people of I 
Springfield and Washington county— 
remembered as a day of horror. 

On that day, twelve miles West of 
Springfield, near the little village of 
Maud, two beautiful young women, a 
noble-hearted man and a little colored 
boy, out upon the placid waters 
of the beautiful Beech—lull of the 
sweet of life—happy, contented and 
joyful—were caught in the arms of 
death and hurled beneath the waves 
to a watery grave.

of competition, in 1902 entered into 
I written agreements each not to inter- 
i fere with the other along certain well- !

GOOD ADVICE JO FARMERS 

Not many farmers who have been raising tobacco for the mar¬ 
ket in years past have ever held tneir crops for summer delivery. 
Therefore, a few words to those still holding their tobacco in bams 
at home will not come amiss. 

In the first place the tobacco should be hung very close, in fact 
pressed moderately together, as this will prevent much loss in 
weight which happens when often coming in and going out of cape. 
In this close-hung condition it should be left until it gets thelid- 
vantage of as much hot weather as possible, thereby insuring the 
tobacco a thorough drying. Consult Mr. W-e Wore taking yodr 
tobacco down. If it should come into the w.-reL s.-d in too higp 
case so that there is likely to be uatuaged tobacco after prizing, 
will have to be at the owner’s risk and expense. This extra ex¬ 
pense means that the tobacco will have to be rchung in the-ware- 
house here and the warehouse company can not advance money on 
it until it is in condition to insure keeping. One of the best tests 
is4fcat after two or three dry. still days the tobacco is found eariy 
in the day. say before 8 o’clock, to be in good case, there will be 
little risk in bulking it to keep. , 

Follow these directions and let every man who knows how to 
handle in summer order render what assistance and advice he can 
to his neighbor. With our drying plant next season we will not 
have this trouble.

Tobacoo coming into the warehouse 
this w***'!- ha* been in too high case to 
put in bi.i»sh r.dj and the result is that 
tue house is full of tobacco and no more 
will be i -cieved until the bouse is 
cleared. Be sure the stems of the to¬ 
bacco will break and not bend. Do not 
i look for the same case as in winter 
' Handling. Bulk early in the morning 
I with dew on ground and do not risk 
rain case at all. If the tipps of the 
tobacco will handle it does not matter 
if the rest of the bundle will crack and 
break. That is exactly what is wanted. 
The warehouse people are as anxious 
as any one to take care of all tobacco, 
but they cannot risk having it damaged 
| after recieving, so parties bulking tc- 
| bacco should bear this in mind and bulk 
! dry as can be handled.

Th« Ship’s Log. 

The ship’s log consists of a log chip 
and a log line. The log chip Is a piece 
of board, shaped- like the fourth part 
of a circle, loaded with lead on the 
round side, so that It will stand up in 
the water. Tlie log line Is 130 to 200 
fathoms long. It Is wound upon a large 
reel, so held as to let it run out easily. 
The line Is divided into equal parts by 
bits of string run through It. each 
marked by the number of knots In It; 
hcuce these divisions are called knots. 
The log chip when thrown Into the wa¬ 
ter stands still and drawn out the log 
line as fast as it uuwlnds, and the 
speed of the ship is shown by the num¬ 
ber of knots that run out iujialf a min- 
I ute. The usual length or a knot Is 
i 47.3 feet. When It Is known how many 
of these run ont in half a minute. It is 
easy to calculate how many would run 
out In an hour hv multiplying by 120 . 
The record of the heaving of the log. 
as well ns all Important thing" happen¬ 
ing on shipboard. Is made In a log 
book.—Cincinnati Enquirer.
